As  with  any  experience  in  this  life  of  ours,  the  creation  of  this  yearbook  has  been  an  educational  one,  and  its  completion 
leaves  those  involved  a  little  wiser.  This  little  book,  innocent  as  it  may  seem,  carries  with  it  a  variety  of  bitter  and  wonderful 
lessons.  Specific  insights  include  the  following:  biologists  loathe  having  their  photos  taken.  Athletes  do  not.  Also,  there  is  a  vast 
chasm  between  the  reality  of  4  am  and  the  reality  of  normal  waking  hours;  the  humor  associated  with  the  former  can  be 
frightening.

And  what  words  can  encapsulate  the  love  and  appreciation  for  those  people  who  have  guided  us  to 
where  we  are  at  this  moment?  To  the  teachers  who  opened  our  eyes  to  a  vision  of  the  world  we  had  never  imagined;  to  the 
friends  who  listened  to  our  stories  and  created  new  ones  with  us;  to  our  families  who  presented  us  with  the  opportunities  we 
have  been  shown  and  struggled  with  us  along  the  way. .  .we  thank  you. 

And  so,  to  the  faculty  and  student  body,  for  whom  this  project  was  created,  I  give  my  farewell  and  very  best  wishes.
